learn whether are headed the direction 
which would wish go. Are really 
interested public health? care about 
animal nutrition, should leave that 
others? Should allow others take over 
the artificial insemination programs, the poul- 
try practice; should teaching our veterinary 
schools done men with Ph.D. 
specialty, with DVM? 

During his term president-elect and presi- 
dent, Dr. Cross has been speaking almost con- 
stantly veterinary groups, but, with the 
single exception the Stockmen’s Association 
Nebraska, has not been asked speak 
any related business professional group!

Piperazine—Dr. Stocking has promised 
send writeup his two papers pipera- 
zine compounds, for future publication. 


Practice Tips—Dr. Lank provided quotations 
from his paper large animal practice, 
follows: 

“Treatment Anaplasmosis: usual treat- 
ment either one gram Terramycin 2.5 
grams Aureomycin 250 cc. Dex- 
trose-saline solution intravenously. the ani- 
mal quite anemic, administer minimum 
2000 cc. citrated whole blood intraven- 
ously. 

“My favorite method collection blood 
with 2000 cc. Abbott bottle with Abbott 
dispensing cap and suction bulb attached. 
12-gauge needle attached with rubber 
tubing the equipment. Before starting the 
blood collection from healthy donor cow 
selected random from the owner’s herd, ap- 
proximately 200 cc. sodium citrate 
solution pulled into the bottle creating 
vacuum working the suction bulb. Then the 
needle inserted the jugular the donor 
cow and the blood withdrawn. few cc.’s 
sodium citrate pulled through the tube 
the end the collection prevent the 
blood from clogging the equipment. The blood 
and citrate are mixed while the collection 
being made gently rotating the bottle. The 
transfusion completed attaching Sim- 
plex Intravenous outfit the bottle citrated 
blood and letting run through 15-gauge 
needle into the jugular vein the diseased 
animal. find this procedure very practical 
and economical, the equipment cheap, 
easily cleaned and can used over and over. 
Along with antibiotic therapy all cases and 
blood transfusions, always administer two 
Reeks capsules orally and leave four with the 
owner, two administered hours and 
two hours later. 

“Every effort made keep the animal 
quiet possible and provide plenty water, 
shade, and something tempt its appetite. 
Using this treatment, have enjoyed good re- 
sults treating anaplasmosis under Louisiana 
conditions. 

“Diarrhea Calves: addition good 
sanitation and correcting feeding practices, 
250 mg. Terramycin 250 cc. Dextrose- 
saline solution intravenously, the treatment 
choice. Next best 400 mg. either 
soluble Tetracycline soluble Aureomycin 
oz. Kaopectate mouth.” 

film was shown which commercial 
hog-catching gate, with slight modification, 
was installed inches above the floor 
ramp. The pigs came the ramp, were 
caught the gate and the veterinarian se- 
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cured the blood sample. This was shown 
step toward easier handling swine for bru- 
cellosis testing. 

Film: Also shown was film illustrating the 
partial amputation the penis bull with 
elastic ligatures. Following the pudendal 
nerve block, number Bardahl human re- 
tention catheter was inserted the urethra. 
tourniquet was applied around the penis 
and the urethra dissected away from the penis 
point posterior the site amputation. 
Two elastrator bands were applied around the 
penis anterior where the urethra was dis- 
sected loose and the penis was severed anterior 
the rubber bands. Bulls should given 
6-8 weeks’ sexual rest before breeding.

cination theory, practice, and results. Mech- 
anisms immunization are still baffling, and 
objective methods determining immunity 
are still inadequate. example the bother- 
some problems posed: neutralizing anti- 
bodies neutralize virus, then those induced 
the first injection should neutralize the 
virus given the second injection, and how 
could there booster effect? fact, the 
neutralizing bodies should used 
least seriously decreased, and wouldn’t the 
animal susceptible again? 


Eye Tips—Dr. Kingma discussed briefly the 
relevant psysiology and structure the eye, 
and the equipment and drugs usually used. 
opposite effects absorption aqueous 
humour, atropine increases pressure while 
pilocarpine decreases it. Use alternate dilation 
and constriction inflammation, prevent 
adhesions and synechia. Corneal tissue has 
great regenerative power; give chance, 
even apparently impossible cases, before re- 
sorting enucleation. The fundus the nor- 
cal canine eye varies widely appearance. 
Examine many normal eyes before diagnosing 
abnormality with the ophthalmoscope. 
Weak sodium bicarbonate solution sug- 
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gested clean off purulent material; remem- 
ber that the conjunctival sac deep and the 
matter irritating. 

Procaine unsatisfactory for eye anesthesia, 
and cocaine damaging; both tetracaine and 
butyn are good. Ointment better than aque- 
ous, hinders drying the cornea. Psuedo- 
monas grows well fluorescein solution; take 
that your stock bottle does not become 
contaminated. 

Sodium sufacetamide and sulfasoxazoles are 
best for building sulfa concentration 
the eye; they pass through more readily in- 
flammatory conditions. Hydrocortisone gives 
spectacular results eye inflammations and 
best used combination with broad-range 
antibiotics such erythromycin plus poly- 
myxin. 

Iodine vapor best for cautery. Put crystals 
small test tube, then fiberglass, leaving 
mm. free the top; stopper with glass 
for sterility. Anesthetize both eyes 
minimize blinking, and hold the tube hori- 
zontal the eye for minutes. Instill 
drops the dog’s own blood and close with 
bandage. Cut flap the bandage, secured 
with adhesive tape, for treatment. Stitches 
pull apart enough irritate the cornea. Moist 
heat helps healing. 

Anesthetics, Analeptics, Anticonvulsants— 
Dr. Edds gave clear and well-organized re- 
view, which summarized follows: 

“Leonard (1947) suggested these considera- 
tions study general anesthetics: their 
safety; their ability abolish pain; their prop- 
erty allaying anxiety and excitement, in- 
suring complete control the animal under 
surgery, and reducing resistance that 
further obstacles are placed the path the 
veterinary surgeon. stressed the great im- 
portance giving the barbiturates slowly, 
with close watch the pupillary reactions 
well the corneal and pedal reflexes. 

new intravenous barbiturate, thialbarbi- 
tone (Kemithal), was developed the labora- 
tories Imperial Chemical Industries, Lim- 
ited, England. Carrington, al. (1946) re- 
ported the pharmacology this agent 
comparison with pentothal thiopental. Equi- 
active doses the two drugs produced simi- 
lar duration action and onset anesthesia. 
Daily injection thialbarbitone (Kemithal) 
rabbits for days did not produce any 
detectable histological changes. These investi- 
gators found thialbarbitone (Kemithal) causes 
about half the respiratory depression caused 
thiopental sodium. 

“Thialbarbitone sodium (Kemithal sodium) 

veterinarian from Thailand doing gradu- 
ate work Cornell University compared the 
activity Benzefet Amphetamine, Metra- 
zol, and Coramine, and found Benzefet 
better the following ways: 


The onset action quicker with 
Benzefet than with the other agents used 
stimulate respiration and circulation dogs 
under anesthesia. 

“(2) Whereas other cardiac respiratory 
stimulants act for only brief period pro- 
duce overstimulation and convulsions which 
require further administration barbiturate 
—Benzefet causes just enough stimulation 
raise blood pressure, aid the prevention 
shock, and hasten recovery after the anesthe- 
sia disappears. 

“(3) When compared strict dosage 
basis, Benzefet decidedly more powerful, 
more persistent, and produces more uniform 
stimulation than other agents. 

“Mylepsin (primidone) entirely new 
anti-convulsant combining high activity with 
low toxicity. described chemically 
dione. 

“Research control epilepsy man, 
conducted Great Britain, resulted the 
discovery this drug 1949. Since then, 
its value treatment human epileptics 
has been proved various medical centers 
throughout the world. 

“Results obtained from extensive trials 
the field have shown Mylepsin (primidone) 
conspicuously successful the relief 
canine hysteria, true epilepsy, and other ner- 
vous disorders the dog.” 

Lobectomy Dr. Lumb advises lobectomy 
only when conservative treatment fails 
show promise. Survival time far not high 
present; the future the operation will 
more widely useful. 

Indications are bronchiectasis, trauma, non- 
metastatic tumors, and for biopsy. Two men 
are required, forced respiration must 
maintained. the apical and cardiac lobes 
the left side the dog are not well differen- 
tiated, both may removed. 

The patient given food for hours; 
minutes before operation, morphine and 
atropine are injected. Surital used for in- 
duction anesthesia, which maintained 
ether. Intravenous glucose given, which 
facilitates injection drugs needed. 
opens the fifth sixth interspace and tran- 
sects two even three ribs necessary. The 
pulmonary vessels are undermined and ligated 
separately with two ligatures, one which 
transfixes the vessel for security. The bronchus 
transected and ligated steps, prevent 
escape anesthetic gas. The ribs are brought 
nearer together with three large stitches 
No. gut. Just before the incision closed, 
air expelled through teat cannula while the 
lung inflated.

Dr. Righetti: The effectiveness rumenot- 
omy for removal toxic substances depends 
the amount toxicity. Not enough toxin 
can removed also the blood, etc. 

Dr. Edds: Just human medicine, Mylep- 
sin does not cure epilepsy, but only controls 
seizures. can useful early distemper, 
but not always; reports vary. Amphetamine 
and desoxyephedrine act for longer periods 
than metrazol. 


Dr. Stocking: Piperazines can used safely 
during late pregnancy, far known, but 
would hesitate name dose. safe 
during lactation, does not pass into the 
milk. The dose the adipate would 220 
mg./kg. and the carbondisulfide comples 
150 mg./kg. The latter should given the 
morning before feeding; hogs takes three 
times much when the stomach full 
when they have not been fed overnight. 


Dr. Ott: The dose vaccine for Chihuahua 
the same for Great Dane, either 
case there virus which will grow regardless 
the size the host. Some cut the dose 
half for small dogs, but doesn’t advise it.

Dr. Quortrup: The pulp death camas 
most toxic but animals not dig down get 
it; other parts are also toxic. Cattle are not 
necessarily poisoned when field full it; 
depends how much they eat. They have 
get about per 100 lb. body weight 
affected. The sublethal dose Galleta 
grass has not been determined. They are sure 
causes not just impaction, but also cyto- 
plasmic changes the liver. 

Dr. Harris: Continued use progesterone 
has not caused sterility; racing dogs and horses 
have been treated for long six months, 
and conceived normally when the hormone 
was discontinued. 


Mare’s urine not satisfactory for preg- 
nancy testing. the human female, gonado- 
tropins are high urine and low blood, 
while the mare the reverse true. Mare 
serum should drawn between the 45th and 
90th days for the rabbit test, 120 days 
for the mouse test.

Dr. Righetti: Acetonemia some dairies 
constant problem spite changes ani- 
mals and management; seems occur 
belt along the river, and may have some con- 
nection with the water. 


Dr. Stocking: Pinworms man and animals 
are various species, each apparently staying 
with its own host. 

Dr. Hage: Aureomycin the antibiotic 
choice feline infectious anemia, 
for days, mg./lb. for another days. 
also recommends cc. blood dex- 
trose solution intravenously. 


Dr. Stocking: Blood dyscrasias might follow 
phenothiazine treatment hogs, horses. 


Dr. Lumb: research has been done the 
best age for spaying; spaying before heat seems 
for convenience. 

Dr. Adler told how uses dental forceps 
(Clev-Dent No. 16) for removal teeth; 
gets one prong between the roots and pops 
out.

SMALL ANIMAL SESSION 


Mr. Hoff summarized his talk the new 
hemostatic agent, Klot, follows: 


“Bleeding time, clotting time, prothrombin 
time, toxicity and mode action Klot were 
studied establish measurable hemo- 
static values supplement the published 
clinical data. 


new method for measuring bleeding time 
the lip canines, standardized proce- 
dures, proved statistically valid. Control times 
ranging from minutes were reduced 
seconds minutes. Average values re- 
duced from minutes. Dose was 


“Seven dogs showed accelerated prothrom- 
bin time after dose cc./10 lb. Values 
averaged 64% within minutes, 63% after 
hours and 101% after hours. Doses 
and cc./10 lb. produced readings 78% 
and 62%, respectively. unique safety factor 
thus indicated. 

“Clotting time same dogs was reduced 
from average 103 seconds seconds. 

third valuable hemostatic mechanism 
was indicated small but sustained blood 
pressure rise following the administration 
Klot. vasoconstriction effect suggested. 

graduated, increased blood pressure ef- 
fect produced multiple dosage; the in- 
crease constant and well sustained. 
animals whose vasoconstrictor mechanism has 
been damaged whole body sub-lethal X-ray 
irradiation, hemostatic effect not observed. 

“Acute toxicity the standard proce- 
dure mice showed 50% killed respiratory 
paralysis with 172 Calculated Therapeutic 
Doses; 100% were killed 256 C.T.D. 
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“Chronic toxicity studies all common 
species involved daily administration 
C.T.D. for four six weeks. Hematologic, 
visible toxicity was not elicited 
wide range healthy, ill and injured 
animals all ages.” 


Fluid Therapy—Dr. Kingma’s information 
Abbott late July. emphasized the 
nutritional needs the patient and the rea- 
sons for slow injection. For 22-lb. dog, 
suggests 1300 cc. 15% dextrose and 375 cc. 
amino acid (protein hydrolysate) given 
over period hours. showed method 
continuous injection degs which does not 
require constant supervision. 


Ear Panel—Dr. McBride had organized his 
panel expertly, that this feature went off 
without hitch and with lost time. Basic 
points were brought out follows: 

Dr. Stiern: Parasites and foreign bodies 
(mites, ticks, foxtails and barley awns) are 
the commonest causes canine ear disease. 
The rest the panel concurred. 

Dr. Steinmetz: Predisposing causes are long, 
floppy ears, hairy ears poodles, and long 
narrow canals such setters. rural dogs, 
the environment predisposing. 

Dr. Beck: Restraint primary concern 
examinations. muzzles with clean gauze, 
for the psychological well the physical 
effect. necessary uses Surital pento- 
unal. ties dog down only when cannot 
otherwise restrained, and the owner re- 
fuses allow anesthesia. Dr. Marcus re- 
ported from the floor that likes Methadon, 
and defecation but not bad morphine. 
Intravenous injection almost instantaneous 
and intramuscular injection takes 
Crow said, also from the floor, that the owner 
must warned expect defecation, which 
may occur the car the way home. 
seemed the consensus that the defeca- 
tion was usual and too much disadvantage, 
distracting the doctor annoying the owner. 

Dr. Stiern: local anesthetic satisfactory 
for ear work. Surital best general 
anesthetic. causes salivation, but that 
less messy than defecation. 

Dr. Steinmetz routinely clips the area around 
the ear canal; cleans with isopropyl alcohol 
cotton swab, not penetrating too deeply 
avoid pushing debris down into the canal. 
tapes the treated ear over the head for air 
circulation. Dr. Smith likes pHisohex for 
cleaning. 

Dr. Smith: Treatment for otitis media not 
always successful. may send swab the 
laboratory determine the sensitivity the 
causative organism antibiotics. 

Dr. Beck: Broad-spectrum antibiotics have 
been successful chronic suppuration, espe- 
terramycin combination with corti- 
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sone. Instilysin and Metacortin are also good. 

Dr. Smith: Lateral resection last resort 
when conservative methods give results, 
when there much granulation tissue. Heal- 
ing takes about two weeks. 

Slides were shown various ear conditions, 
and the panel gave their suggestions how 
best deal with them. 

Dr. Easterbrooks describes Varizyme and its 
uses follows: 

enzyme complex contains strep- 
tokinase, streptodornase, and 
minogen (SK-SD-HP). human plasma, 
streptokinase reacts with the enzyme precur- 
sor, plasminogen, resulting the formation 
the active proteolytic (fibrinolytic) enzyme, 
plasmin. The mixture SK-SD and is, 
therefore, capable lysing clotted blood, ca- 
seous and fibrinous exudates. Edema and 
cellulitis fluids found inflammatory proc- 
esses contain large amount fibrin. This 
probably part nature’s defense wall off 
the inflammatory stimulus—the so-called “lim- 
iting membrane.” some cases, while con- 
taining the irritant, nature’s process also pre- 
vents humoral agents chemotherapeutic 
agents from neutralizing the irritant. Varizyme 
has lysing effect upon such membranes re- 
sulting the reversal inflammation, and 
permitting antibiotics that are administered 
simultaneously control associated infection. 
has not been possible demonstrate 
in-vitro methods that stimulates the re- 
action plasminogen plasmin bovine 
plasma. Only percentage canine plasmino- 
gens are activated. When human plasminogen 
added SK, human plasmin formed. 
second substance, SKX (still not character- 
ized), also formed. SKX capable stimu- 
lating the reaction bovine other plas- 
minogens plasmin. the absence 
clinically practical test determine the 
plasminogen specific patient activated, 
the addition theoretically assures 
the reaction all cases treated. Canine, 
equine, and bovine cases which have been re- 
ported amenable Varizyme plus antibiotic 
therapy include: abscesses, actinomycosis, ar- 
thritis, bronchitis, bursitis, cellulitis, edema, 
hematoma, mastitis, myositis, non-healing 
wounds and ulcers, osteitis, periostitis, and 
pododermatitis. Varizyme experimental 
therapeutic agent and not commercially 
available this time.” 


Zoo Animals brief summary Dr. 
Schroeder’s paper follows:

The Museum Vertebrate 
Zoology, University California, Berkeley, 
carries inventory our zoo exhibits and 
priority receives all those specimens needed 
complete their collection, used for study 
purposes. Soft parts, skeletal material, para- 
sites, blood smears, whole blood and serum, 
eyes and special organs are distributed world- 
wide. 

“The tetracycline broad spectrum antibiotics 
are playing major role prolonging the life 
captive wild animals, that is, specific chemo- 
therapy. Increasing non-specific resistance 
disease will play major role maintaining 
exotic animals captivity. Many species 
animals exhibited the zoo will eventually 
found ideally suited laboratory use 
experimental animals the fields nu- 
trition, parasitic and infectious diseases both 
man and animals. 


“Whereas most funds and the greatest num- 
ber competent scientists have devoted the 
greatest amount time leading toward better 
health for single species, homo sapiens, 
find that know comparatively little about 
the 2000 species representing the three zoo- 
logical classes, Aves, Reptilia and Mammalia, 
exhibited the zoo. The zoo veterinarian has 
the unique job assembling and reporting his 
observations which may very well lead 
major discoveries human and domestic ani- 
mal medicine.” 
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LARGE ANIMAL SESSION 


Anaplasmosis—Dr. Carricaburu covered the 
subject very thoroughly and gave his own 
clinical experience management the dis- 
ease, with especial reference the value 
terramycin. Since has made his carefully 
prepared paper available us, will en- 
deavor publish full the near future. 
the meantime, these facts are especially 
interesting: series cases treated with 
terramycin, there were only deaths, while 
among clinical cases treated without terra- 
mycin there were deaths. Regardless 
other factors involved, terramycin appears 
most valuable. The effective dose was 
about and blood transfusions 
other treatment were used. 


Race Horses—Dr. Roberts gave outstand- 
ing talk practical therapeutics race track 
practice, but wished over again 
before submitting for publication. Look for 
this one fall issue. 


Range Practice—Dr. Kennedy gave ex- 
cellent presentation the specialized aspects 
range practice. Because the distances 
involved and the poor roads, much time 
consumed travel. Help and facilities for 
handling animals are not necessarily good. 
One trip may all that can made, and 
advice follow-up treatment will differ de- 
cidedly from what given more closely 
knit practice. Further, injury disease 
usually past the first stage before the veteri- 
narian called. 


horses finds azoturia, botulinus poison- 
ing, sweeny and sore necks during and after 
the hay season, all sorts wire cuts, and 
saddle sores. 


Dr. Kennedy claims the only large practice 
area without single dairy herd. Among his 
beef cattle, anaplasmosis common and usu- 
ally chronic. usually transmitted de- 
horning and castration. For spray dis- 
courage ticks, deer flies and horseflies, likes 
lindane-toxaphene combination. Bacillary 
hemoglobinuria occurs almost predictable 
times and places, and controlled vaccina- 
tion since sick animals are rarely seen soon 
enough for treatment. Leptospirosis was diag- 
nosed and confirmed for the first time Ne- 
vada last year; there were two outbreaks 
miles apart. Pneumonia most common 
weaner calves. calves are approached slowly 
they get up; the normal ones stretch them- 
selves then, and the ill ones not. This not 
diagnostic, but useful. Those with tem- 
perature 106 108 are just coming down 
and are easiest treat. They get sulfathiazole 
and sulfapyridine intraperitoneally, and one 
injection usually enough. not given 
mouth disturbs them more. Those with 
fevers 104 106 get 1.5 ml. penicillin and 
sometimes sulfa mouth. Those with normal 
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temperatures are separated from the rest, and 
may given hemorrhagic septicemia serum.

The Whey Test for Bovine Brucellosis 


CAMERON, D.V.M., Ph.D. 
School Veterinary Medicine, Davis, California 


Conclusive evidence was presented showing 
that the whey plate agglutination test using 
ring test antigen was more efficient diagnos- 
ing bovine brucellosis than the blood test. 


The whey test used the individual ani- 
mal while the ring test conducted com- 
posite herd sample. For the whey test 
composite milk sample from all four quarters 
obtained. total amount not more than 
sufficient. this added two drops 
rennet and the sample incubated for 
hour 37°C. until the milk has coagulated 


and the whey separated out. The test then 
conducted manner similar the blood- 
serum plate test, except that ring test antigen 
used. 

Simultaneous blood and whey tests have 
been conducted over 7,000 cows. per 
cent the tests there has been complete 
agreement. Where there was disagreement, 
however, the whey test, the basis bac- 
teriological examination milk, was more 
efficient detecting infection. One distinct 
advantage the test the fact that whey 
titer will not persist following vaccination. 
animal reacting the whey test infected 
unless was recently adult vaccinated. 
vaccination whey titer will become negative 
from two three months. 

The application the whey test will have 
marked stimulating effect the brucellosis 
eradication program California. Frequent 
blood testing, which necessary efficient 
program, impractical under California con- 
ditions. The whey test, the other hand, 
feasible and can repeated often seems 
desirable. Such procedure would greatly re- 
duce the amount blood testing. the most, 
would only necessary blood test the 
dry cows. Conceivably, repeated whey tests 
over period six months should include all 
cows the herd. The test can used jointly 
with the herd ring test. the latter positive 
suspicious the individuals animals can then 
whey tested. 


Correcting Breeding Disorders 
ROBERT LANK, D.V.M., B.S. 


Louisiana State University, Baton Rouge, La. 


veterinarian must have up-to-date rec- 
ords each cow—these include heat dates 
(whether bred not); breeding dates, in- 
cluding bulls used and whether artificial 
natural; calving dates, whether calving normal 
abnormal, whether calf living dead; re- 
tained placentas, abortions, abnormal vaginal 
discharges and generalized disease conditions 
which the animal has experienced. 


Generally speaking there are six causes 
breeding disorders: namely, management, in- 
fections, congenital abnormalities, endocrine 
imbalances, nutritional and miscellaneous 
causes. these, management one the 
biggest causes breeding difficulties. The 
owner must informed that 50-60 days must 
elapse between calving and breeding. arti- 
ficial insemination employed then must 
take place toward the end the estrous pe- 
riod, that certain bulls are low fertility and 
ing which only one bull low fertility 
used, then using this bull will result 
lowered over-all breeding efficiency. That 
proper handling animals time heat 
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necessary—keeping the animals quiet and not 
exciting them, also proper handling calving 
time essential good breeding efficiency. 
Adequate complete records are must, and 
only the owner herdsman can compile them. 

not believe hormones should replace 


all manual enucleations. system deli- 
cately controlled the reproductive system 
can very easily completely thrown out 
reperable damage can done rough 
handling. Each has its place and you, 
veterinarian, must decide which would the 
best suited obtain the desired results. 
only caution—use moderation every deci- 
sion, whether the application pressure 
ovary administering hormones. 

Metritis, endometritis and cervicitis are 
treated with either cc. Instillin infused 
the uterus and little the cervix 
500,000 units penicillin, gram streptomycin 
physiological saline solution infused 
the uterus. recommend fourth service 
abnormality detected rectal exami- 
nation and the cycles are normal, breed the 
cow and hours infuse into the uterus 
physiological saline solution with gram 
streptomycin and 500,000 units penicillin.

Mastitis: Its Diagnosis, Control and Prevention 
GEORGE EDDS, D.V.M., Ph.D. 


Fort Dodge Laboratories, Inc. 


The immediate problem the attending 
veterinarian properly diagnose, treat, and 
return the dairy cow normalcy and full milk 
production. Both acute local mastitis with 
limitation infection the udder, and acute 
systemic mastitis, accompanied systemic 
symptomatology resulting from toxemia and 
bacteremia, are vital importance. 

number methods for detection mas- 
titis have been been proposed, such the 
cup, determination, leukocyte count, 
catalase test, Hotis test, bacteriological diag- 
nosis, and more recently modification the 
latter use containers with selective media 
for detection streptococcal and staphylo- 
coccal infections. 

the development new drugs, veteri- 
livestock owners, and manufacturers 
are concerned that the drugs proved safe, 
show irritation cause other 
tissue damage, and addition, proved ef- 
fective both the laboratory and clinical 
practice. 

Certain the more resistant strains 
Staphylococci, isolated from clinical cases 
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mastitis, have been shown more sus- 
ceptible vitro combination penicillin 
and streptomycin, well combination 
these antibiotics and the sulfonamide, sulfi- 
soxazole, than the single drugs. 

The data presented demonstrate the 
two- ten-fold increase bacteriostatic ac- 
tivity when cobalt was added this antibiotic 
combination. 

Because improved antibiotic activity, the 
new formula and the other necessary data 
were submitted the Antibiotic Division 
the and Drug Administration for ap- 
proval. felt that the new combination 
antibiotics with cobalt will provide the means 
for better service the dairy cattle owner 
treating mastitis. 

new and distinctively different disinfectant 
was recently introduced into this country. This 
material, chlorhexidine, called Nolvasan, 
chemically 
ane. provides the most powerful anti-mas- 
titis disinfectant known. The chemical de- 
stroys, swiftly and efficiently, all the organisms 
known cause mastitis. Wilson, 1955, re- 
ported comparative studies where this ma- 
terial was used disinfect hands, teats, and 
teat-cups before the milking each cow. 
Nolvasan’s activity was compared that 
the hypochlorites and quaternaries, which, 
now, were the two most commonly used 
disinfectants. 

The comparative properties the three 
agents may briefly summarized: 

Hypochlorites: Easily inactivated or- 
ganic matter, such milk and dirt, which 
always encountered during milking. Often 
cause chapping the teat milker’s hands. 

Quaternaries: Effective against gram- 
positive organisms, but have little action 
gram-negative bacteria. Remove natural 
oils the skin and teats, resulting chapping 
both the cow and milker. 

Nolvasan: Not inactivated organic 
matter. Does not cause sores chapping. 
Effective against both and 
gram-negative organisms. 


Vibriosis Cattle 
EASTERBROOKS,

Accurate diagnosis and sound management 
are essential the control vibriosis, cause 
abortion, off-cycle returns estrus, and 
repeat breeding cattle. Since cultural tests 
are often difficult obtain, serologic tests are 
the primary tools available confirm clini- 
cal diagnosis. The advantages the so-called 
“tampon” compared with the blood test are 
that detects cases not detected blood test; 
and, since mucous titers persist longer only 
one test used, more reactors are detected. 
Its disadvantages are that not all infected ani- 
mals react test; more expensive and 


time consuming; reactions may persist longer 
after clinical recovery; tests taken during 
estrus are nearly always negative; and small 
percentage samples are too viscid test. 
practical basis, diagnosis bulls 
limited cultural techniques. Treatment and 
management include: artificial insemina- 
tion with streptomycin-treated, diluted semen; 
treatment problem females direct in- 
fusion antibodies into the uterus; com- 
bined systemic and local treatment infected 
bulls with antibiotics; and the practice 
sound herd management. 


SMALL ANIMAL SESSION 

Adrenal Steroids—Dr. Stocking made avail- 
able dosage chart (prepared Dr. Haas 
Upjohn) covering the various steroids, 
there wide variation among the various 
preparations. About steroids have been iso- 
lated from the adrenal, but only cortisone 
acetate and hydrocortisone have been found 
useful treatment arthritis and other dis- 
eases connective tissue origin, and allergy. 
Hydrocortisone and its derivatives are more 
effective than cortisone. They are useful 
mastitis, while cortisone has very little 
topical activity. The federal Food and Drug 
Administration has now approved prepara- 
tion containing hydrocortisone and antibiotics. 
Fluorohydrocortisone available for topical 
use, but cannot used systemically pres- 
ent because causes sodium retention. Other 
compounds will become available the fu- 
ture. 


These preparations not cure any disease 
but relieve the symptoms, insulin relieves 
the symptoms diabetes. However, allergic 
symptoms may not recur after medication 
stopped, the cause has been removed, and 
arthritic symptoms may not recur after 
course treatment, because the body func- 
tions have taken care the condition. 

These preparations will maintain life when 
the adrenal gland has been removed; they are 
anti-inflammatory, antipyretic, antiallergic, 
and antitoxic; they maintain blood pressure 
and retain sodium; they affect glycogen deposi- 
tion the liver; and they produce euphoria 
general neuromusculotonic effect. Hydrocor- 
tisone usually given four divided doses 
daily. The starting dose given until there 
remission symptoms, then the dose 
dropped maintenance level and given once 
daily once weekly. dosage has been high, 
should withdrawn steps prevent 
shock. not used suppurative infections 
except combination with antibiotics. Local 
anesthesia should used before intra-articu- 
lar injection. Different compounds are given 
different routes, and dosage varies.

Laboratory Diagnosis Ringworm 
CARLYN HALDE, Ph.D. 


Mycologist, Division Dermatology 
UCLA Medical Center 


The misdiagnosis “ringworm infection” 
for various dermatologic conditions both 
veterinary and human medicine has accounted 
for expensive, prolonged and unrewarding 
treatment. the same time, unsuspected and 
untreated cases fungus disease have spread 
infection innumerable individuals, both 
animal and human. 


Those fungi responsible for most fungus in- 
fections animals are Microsporum canis, 
Trichophyton mentagrophytes, and verro- 
cosum. Most domestic pets, such the dog 
and cat, have infections due canis. Tri- 
chophyton mentagrophytes infection usually 
seen rodents, such rabbits, white mice, 
hamsters, etc., but can also occur nearly 
any animal. verrucosum infection seen 
primarily cattle and horses. Very rarely 
are any other fungi responsible for ringworm 
animals the United States. 


Clinical diagnosis animals is, times, 
difficult but the use Wood’s light readily 
aids the veterinarian establishing infection 
establishing the diagnosis ringworm caused 
other species fungi. The clinical diag- 
nosis can confirmed only microscopical 
cultural means. Recent culture methods 
incorporating antibiotics have greatly aided 
the laboratory diagnosis through the isolation 
the etiologic agent. This relatively 
simple procedure which can aid veterinarians 
greatly their work. 


Embalming—Dr. Gale, also borrowed from 
U.C.L.A., made embalming not only practical, 
but fascinating. His slides gross and micro- 
scopic views embalmed organs showed how 
useful this method may be. describes 
thus: 


method embalming small and large 
animals has been developed which permits 
both gross and histological examination the 
tissues long intervals after completion the 
embalming procedure. 
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The solution used has the following com- 
position: 


20% 
Sodium chloride ...... 2.7 grams 


The remains man, dog, cat, monkey, por- 
poise, shark, giant turtle, octopus and forty- 
ton whale have been preserved with formula 
40G. For gross study, the time lapse between 
death and embalming can much 
used; however, for histological study embalm- 
ing must begin within hours. The time lapse 
between embalming and the histological ex- 
amination can much months, but 
for gross study, three years can elapse. 


Gas Machine—Dr. Lumb was not particu- 
larly impressed with the gas machine until 
had used it. Now says the Cadillac 
anesthesia, and the more uses the more 
likes it. The thousand-dollar model his film 
demonstrated gives all the volatile anesthetics 
and also gases such cyclopropane nitrous 
oxide, and concurrent oxygen. Its operation 
apparently simple, yet very precise. 
anesthetist required. indicated for all 
poor risk patients. There more safety for the 
patient and less danger explosion from ether 
since closed system. Ether explosive 
oxygen. The machine permits open chest work, 
and has been used dogs, cats, monkeys, pigs, 
sheep, and cattle 600-800 

smaller machine was also shown, made 
the Physiology Department Colorado 
The parts cost about $50, and 
Satisfactory for the volatile liquids but does 
not handle gases. 


Skin Autograft—Dr. Vierheller described 
very interesting use skin for internal re- 
pairs. mentioned sealing intestinal anasto- 
mosis, but gave full account the use 
reconstructing the lateral ligament the el- 
bow joint the dog. case history pre- 
sented elsewhere this issue.

Veterinary Drugs and the Board 
FLOYD HEFFRON, Executive Secretary, State Board Pharmacy, San Francisco 


subject for today “Veterinary Drugs 
and the Board Pharmacy.” The law, 
presently exists, brings our professions into 
common pattern. One which gives our board 
the right control the sale certain danger- 
ous drugs when they are used the practice 
veterinary medicine, but does not have any 
bearing the practice your profession 
otherwise. This not uncommon circum- 
stance. are the same position rela- 
tion the practice medicine, dentistry, and 
chiropody. Our control over certain products 
extends their manufacture, distribution and 
dispensing. also leads into the fields 
nursing, hospital procedure, wholesaling oper- 
ations and other related fields. 


One problem which causes considerable 
concern that proper control over danger- 
ous drugs. The enforcement this law leads 
into the investigation illegal possession 
cases, cases involving illegal importation 
drugs and illegal interstate shipment. Those 
drugs which are causing most concern 
the present time are the hypnotic drugs and 
those containing amphetamine and desoxy- 
ephedrine. 

comparing the laws, state and federal, 
find that California law somewhat more 
restrictive than federal legislation, con- 
trolling the sale dangerous drugs. Sales 
dangerous drugs are limited prescription 
only. Our law includes the words (section 
4227) “No person shall furnish any dangerous 
drug except the prescription physician, 
dentist, chiropodist veterinarian.” Those 
prescribing dangerous drugs must author- 
ized practice this state currently 
valid and unrevoked license practice 
their respective professions and are limited 
prescribing only within the scope their prac- 
tice. 

Section 4211 the Business and Professions 
Code defines dangerous drugs 
Drug’ means any drug unsafe 
for self-medication, except preparations 
drugs defined subdivisions (e), (f), (h), 
and (i) hereof, designed for the purpose 
feeding treating animals (other than man) 
tion restriction applies any drug included 
this section, unless otherwise specifically 
exempted. Those which are exempted “when 
designed for the purpose feeding treat- 
ing animals (other than man) poultry 
and when labeled, are set forth sub- 
sections (e), (f), (h) and (i) and include: 
ergot, cotton root, diethylstilbestrol, thyroid

and the sulfonilimide group. The only basis 
for exemption these preparations “That 
they are designed for veterinary use and 
are labeled.” The word “designed,” 
used this section, means that the product 
must one which, due its nature, size 
the package, suggested method application, 
etc., indicates that intended for veteri- 
nary purposes. properly labeled, the 
package must bear adequate directions for use 
and include the seven points information 
required the Federal Drug Regulations. 
Products designed and properly labeled are 
exempted from the dangerous drug act the 
basis that they are then considered safe for 
self-medication when used for veterinary pur- 
poses. U.S.P. and N.F. preparations, even 
through exempted from the prescription re- 
quirement, will still limited sales 
pharmacists, licensed pharmacies, unless 
otherwise specifically exempted. 


According federal law, any product con- 
taining barbituric acid, amphetamine, dezoxy- 
ephedrine, any derivative thereof, any 
hormone (other than diethylstilbestrol, when 
used growth stimulant), when designed 
and intended for veterinary purposes, must 
must bear the label: “Caution—This product 
licensed veterinarian.” does appear that 
many the products requiring this label are 
not properly labeled. find number 
labels variance with the federal require- 
ment, although they are generally considered 
acceptable the F.D.A. 

One the more common variations la- 
bels bears the words: sold only 
veterinarians.” this have absolutely 
objection; however, are definitely inter- 
ested who sells these products veteri- 
narians and particularly how they determine 
that the person whom they are selling their 
product licensed practice veterinary 
medicine our state. you well realize, 
some people who peddle veterinary drugs are 
quite easily convinced, particularly where 
profitable sale involved. Although one 
can object owner his 
own animals, have every reason object 
the illegal distribution such products 
persons who are not trained licensed our 
state diagnose illnesses and prescribe treat- 
ment for animals. 

Regardless the fact that the label, the 
instructions the package, bear all the 
points required federal law, there 
great deal more the practice veterinary 
medicine than merely the following instruc- 
tions. The mere ability follow printed in- 
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structions does not qualify person recog- 
nize the symptoms specific condition, nor 
does qualify him recognize possible 
ramifications that may result from the existing 
condition, from the treatment recom- 
mended. There, too, the monetary return from 
sale may tend influence the better judg- 
ment the self-styled practitioner. felt 
that the trained practitioner has 
interest correcting any condition diag- 
noses and will recommend specific remedy 
for its treatment, disregarding monetary gain, 
other than that normally charged for profes- 
sional services rendered. 

There seems considerable variation 
the opinions experts the possibility 
that certain types medication, particularly 
antibiotics and hormones, may retained 
the flesh animals and poultry and even- 
tually affect the consumer. With the present 
tendency use these products growth 
stimulants, with little control, some feel 
that there this possibility. will in- 
teresting see the results. Experience has 
shown that many years constant use may 
necessary before deleterious effects caused 
certain types medication become appar- 
ent. Products considered dangerous drugs 
should used sparingly until all possible 
conditions resulting from their use have been 
definitely established. 

The use antibiotic drugs, particularly 
those used the treatment mastitis, has 
already created some problems worthy our 
consideration. Without expert advice for the 
proper treatment for such condition, some 
dairymen apparently not take animal 
out production during mastitis treatment. 
The medication, usually antibiotics com- 
bination with other drugs, carried directly 
into the milk supply. The first indication that 
such practice was common came from cheese 
manufacturers, when became evident that 
the bacteria necessary produce cheese were 
longer active the milk. This rather 
strong indication that antibiotics may also 
contained milk supplies distributed for 
human consumption. The question arises, will 
consumers eventually become insensitive 
these drugs they are subjected small but 
continuing doses? such possibility does 
exist, would most unfortunate even 
one human life was lost because sensitivity 
specific medication resulted from the mis- 
use such drugs the treatment animal 
disease. 

There also indication that some milk 
producers have resorted the use such 
products, introduced directly into the milk 
Supply, reduce the bacteria count 
acceptable level. feel certain that such 
condition does exist, will overcome 
the industry itself. have been informed that 
many purchasers are now running tests for 
the presence antibiotics milk supplies 
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addition the normal tests conducted. 
rejecting supplies received from dairies which 
resort such practices, and those who keep 
infected animals production while being 
treated, this condition will overcome 
elimination possible offenders. 

feel that those who are familiar with 
the dangers that may result from the misuse 
dangerous drugs, regardless how remote 
they may appear, cannot help but show sin- 
cere concern. Our mutual responsibility 
the people our great state. The statutes are 
drawn with that specific purpose mind. 
Professional people are licensed, after their 
ability has been established suitable meth- 
ods, perform certain functions. our legis- 
lature felt that special qualifications were not 
necessary practice professional fields, 
there would law that would require you 
practice any profession, particularly those 
the healing arts, should strictly limited 
those who have complied with all the 
educational requirements and have qualified 
demonstrating their ability and their right 
practice particular field. 

Although generally considered that 
have more laws than are necessary control 
the practices professional people, won- 
der these laws are sufficient restrict some 
the illegal practices non-licensed prac- 
titioners. Even though may have desire 
for more restrictive legislation, felt 
necessary, new laws should encouraged. 
Laws are necessary control, prohibit, the 
acts small number our citizens; how- 
ever, are particularly concerned with that 
minority. 

The Attorney General has ruled that dan- 
gerous drugs bearing the prescription legend 
physician, dentist, chiropodist doctor 
veterinary medicine. veterinarian may pos- 
sess dispense such drugs himself, they 
may dispensed pharmacist prescrip- 
tion. There provision the law for 
anyone, other than registered pharmacist, 
fill prescription and the compounding 
prescriptions restricted pharmacies li- 
censed our board. There doubt that 
our respective professions will accused 
having selfish interest enforcing these 
restrictions. Regardless possible insinua- 
tions this regard, assure you that the 
interest our board has such implication. 

addition the misuse dangerous drugs 
the treatment animals, have had 
numerous reports, many from members 
your profession, which indicate that certain 
dangerous drugs are being used for human 
consumption even though they are designed, 
intended and labeled for use animals. Al- 
though recognize the purity and strength 
these drugs comparable most re-

Resolution introduced Dr. Robert Orms- 
bee, Chairman, Mastitis Control Committee, 
and passed the Business Session the Cal- 
ifornia State Veterinary Medical Association, 
June 11, 1956. 


WHEREAS, preparations intended for intra- 
mammery treatment dairy cattle are con- 
taining increasing quantity well vari- 
ety antibiotics and other agents; and 


WHEREAS, certain responsible agencies have 
stressed that some danger exists sensitiza- 
tion from the ingestion penicillin-bearing 
milk, and have postulated dangers from the 
promiscuous use other antibiotics and addi- 
tives the treatment mastitis; and 


WHEREAS, severe economic loss the indus- 
try accrues consequence attempts use 
antibiotic-bearing milk for the manufacture 
certain dairy products; and 


WHEREAS, the interest the dairy 
industry that unfavorable publicity stemming 
from the use antibiotic-bearing milks 
avoided; therefore, 


RESOLVED, that the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration, the State Department 
Health, and The California State Division 
Animal Industry urged consider the 
feasibility requiring products intended for 
intramammary treatment certain dyes 
other tagging substances facilitate the de- 
tection milk from cows treated which 
inadvertently finds its way into milk intended 
for human consumption; and 


FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies this reso- 
lution sent commissioners directors 
charge the above Agencies.

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Swine Breeders Adopt Health 
Program 


Swine disease annually cheats the Cali- 
fornia swine producer out thousands 
dollars and endangers the health his family 
and livestock. Recognizing this problem 
group swine producers have, under the 
sponsorship the California Pork Producers 
Association, formed the California Swine 
Health Certification Program. This health pro- 
gram patterned after plans which are 
operation Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin. 

The purpose this program three-fold. 
expected promote better management 
practices among breeders. should also 
definite aid recognizing swine diseases 
early stage, that they can more 
easily controlled. would limit the spread 
disease from one breeding herd another. 

The California Swine Health Certification 
Program entirely voluntary, therefore, 
swine producer may elect join the program 
stay out. The Bureau Livestock Disease 
Control the State Department Agricul- 
ture and the School Veterinary Medicine 
the University California have agreed 
act advisory capacity and assist the 
detection certain diseases. the prac- 
ticing veterinarian who will assume the major 
role this program. All inspection, observa- 
tion and blood collection done him 
and paid for the swine producer. This pro- 
gram novel that the producer has recog- 
nized the importance disease and has 
asked the practicing veterinarian aid 
its prevention. 

The State Brucellosis Testing Program not 
considered part the Health Certification 
Program, but herd have satisfac- 
tory rating must State Certified Brucel- 
losis Free. Herds entering the program will 
inspected twice veterinarian within 
90-day period for evidence infectious dis- 
ease. Thereafter, additional inspections shall 
made approximately every six months. Par- 
ticipating breeders will furnish animals for 
autopsy other clinical tests. The breeder 
will submit heads, both normal and those 
having naso-facial distortion, for laboratory 
examination aid the diagnosis atrophic 
rhinitis. 

the California Swine Health Certifica- 
tion Program gains general acceptance, will 
aid the control swine disease and furnish 
another legitimate source income for the 
practicing veterinarian.

The Possibility Transmission Serum Hepatitis Virus 


Intracutaneous Injections* 


PROF. DR. CHARLOTTE RUYS and JOHA. 
From the Hygiene Laboratory the University Amsterdam 


Since known that the virus from serum 
hepatitis can transmitted articles which 
merely contain traces blood, the rule holds 
that for every injection sterile syringe and 
needle must used. This has its handicaps, 
lations. the first place, one must, order 
make possible exact dosage, draw 
more the liquid injected than the re- 
quired small quantity for the injection. Fur- 
ther, the syringes, which are boiled for 
disinfection, remains good deal moisture 
that mixes with the drawn liquid, which 
does not permit good dosage. The use, 
every turn, clean syringe and needle for 
every injection also brings with certain 
amount inaccuracy and higher use 
the material injected. 

The question put before would not 
sufficient for intracutaneous inoculations 
fill the syringe with, for example, doses 
and only use new needle for every person. 
One was the opinion that intracutaneous 
vaccination the injected liquid should remain 
the skin under such great pressure that 
tissue moisture blood from the injected 
person could flow back into the needle. 

order test this opinion have now 
further investigated the syringes, which were 
used the students for the Schick reaction. 
For each student cc. syringe with needle 
No. was used and was filled with only one 
dose Schick-liquid. After each use the 
syringe and needle were boiled distilled 
water. all, students were vaccinated 
skilled doctors with Schick toxin and the con- 
trol liquid (heated toxin). far pos- 
sible, after each injection the first drop which 
could secured from the needle was re- 
ceived upon small glass. After that the 
needle was removed and the moisture the 
tip likewise placed small glass. 

first the drops were examined for blood 
corpuscles under the microscope with very 
little enlargement. However, was not possi- 
ble work rapidly enough that the drops 
did not dry up. Subsequently, therefore, the 
dried drops were fixed with methyl alco- 
hol and colored with Giemsa solution. 

For the control, several drops Schick- 
liquid were infected with traces blood 
order check how the blood corpuscles react 
this liquid. appeared that after drying and 
coloring, erythrocytes, lying singly, sometimes

hundred erythrocytes was found. Through 
oversight, the total number drops from 
the needles investigated was not noted. Upon 
investigation colored drops from the 
tips the syringes, very questionable forms 
were found cases, which comparison 
with the control preparation could not dif- 
ferentiated from erythrocytes. large group 
erythrocytes such saw the drops 
coming from the needles was, however, not 
observed. 

attempt Dr. Zanen, with the 
help anti-human serum, demonstrate 
human albumen the liquid out the nee- 
dles and tips failed for the present because 
technical difficulties were encountered. 

are, however, the opinion that with 
experiments proven that the giv- 
ing intracutaneous injections one also runs 
the danger having blood corpuscles from 
the recipient enter the needle. stands suf- 
ficiently firm that the contents the syringe 
also can become contaminated even one re- 
moves the used needle and replaces with 
another. 

Only through special arrangements (valve 
and suchlike), one position hinder 
this flow back the syringe, shall justi- 
fiable use the same syringe for series 
intracutaneous injections. 


Summary 


Erythrocytes the receiver may present 
needles which have been used for intra- 
cutaneous injections. Consequently with these 
injections, too, there real danger that the 
virus serum hepatitis may transmitted.

Donald Jasper, D.V.M., Ph.D. 


Dean, School Veterinary Medicine, University California, Davis 


Fifty-one the fifty-two admitted the 
School Veterinary Medicine 1952 have 
now graduated. individuals they are, 
course, different from any other class. The 
composite picture, the other hand, does not 
differ greatly from those who have preceded 
them. 

The greatest single change the number 
with veteran’s status. Whereas last year’s 
graduates are veterans, only this year’s 
class have served the military. Even so, the 
average age dropped only from 27.84 
years. The youngest graduate was again 
years age. 

This year’s class averaged 7.8 years col- 
lege, varying from one student graduating with 
the minimum six years one student hav- 
ing completed years college. These figures 
have not changed greatly for the five classes 
graduated, having varied from 8.1 7.5 years 
college. 

The current class was family man’s class. 
The married men averaged 2.06 children 
each, not counting the children obviously 
secretly the way time graduation. 

Forty-nine were California residents when 
admitted, one was from Wyoming, and one 
from Israel. Plans call for remain 
California, two Oregon, and one each 
Colorado, New York, Massachusetts, Mary- 
land, Wyoming, and Israel. 

Most those planning practice strongly 


desire work first with established Prac- 
titioner. Thirty were successful making 
association this type, nine strictly small 
animal hospitals and mixed practices. 
Positions are hard find with large animal 
practitioners. Seven will start their own, 
four mixed practice, two small animal 
practice, and three large animal practice. 

Other occupations include three internes 
veterinary school clinics, three entering grad- 
uate training fields biochemistry, micro- 
biology, and anatomy, and one each with the 
VSDA, California State Department Agri- 
culture, Angell Memorial Hospital Boston, 
and the Army. One now manager the hos- 
pital and research institute the San Diego 
Zoological Gardens, and another poultry 
disease consultant for commercial feed con- 
cern. Two are undecided. would appear that 
least seven about per cent will engage 
activities other than practice. 

Despite the tremendous increase the vet- 
erinary population California during the 
past few years, positions seem continue 
plentiful for new graduates one year 
another. Although there overabundance 
opportunity, most graduates are able find 
satisfactory situation. the profession con- 
tinues expand its services should, 
the livestock and animal owning public there 
seems reason why each new class 
should not find ready need for their services. 


New Federal Animal Disease Laboratory 


Upon the request Dr. Kingman, Jr., 
Assistant Secretary, AVMA, that contact 
Senator William Knowland, asking support 
for appropriation requests the USDA for 
establishment Federal Animal Disease Lab- 
oratory, immediately wired the Honorable 
William Knowland follows: 

“Urgently ask your support appropriation 
request USDA for establishment Animal Dis- 
ease Research Control Laboratory site for 
construction determined later Con- 
gress. Matter debated Senate Tues- 
day twenty-second.” 


The appropriation has been granted about 
nineteen million dollars. have received 
from Romain Young, Assistant Secretary, Cal- 
ifornia State Board Agriculture, the follow- 
ing letter: 


“Transmitted herewith recommenda- 
tion passed the California State Board 
Agriculture, its regular meeting held 
Los Angeles, June 18, 1956. The recommen- 
dation pertains the location for the Fed- 
eral Animal Disease Laboratory.” 
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The recommendation told elaborately the 
facilities Davis and recommended Davis for 
the site. stated that copies the recom- 
mendation forwarded the Site Selection 
Committee, Secretary Agriculture, Staff 
Members the United States Department 
Agriculture concerned with the facilities, 
cetera. 

This office has contacted Senator William 
Knowland; Secretary Agriculture, Ezra Ben- 
son; Senator Thomas Kuchel and Congress- 
man William Mailliard for their support and 
influence bringing this Federal Animal Dis- 
ease Laboratory Davis. 

Doctor Donald Jasper, Dean, School 
Veterinary Medicine, Davis, went St. Louis 
confer with the Selection Committee. 

“The Committee seemed well im- 
pressed with the climatic, cultural and scien- 
tific advantages location Davis. One 
could sense, however, strong feeling that the 
laboratory should placed more geo- 
graphically central location within the United 
States. The Committee therefore selected 
Ames, Iowa,” said Dr. Jasper. 


Dedication ceremonies were held June 
1956, for the recently completed Sacramento 
Livestock and Poultry Laboratory. The new 
laboratory located Meadowview Road, 
between Freeport and Franklin Boulevards, 
south Sacramento. 

Director Jacobsen, who presided 
host for the dedication, spoke the planning 
from experience which was devoted the new 
facility, and the invaluable cooperation which 
the livestock industry and all farm organiza- 
tions gave formulating the program which 
resulted the building this laboratory and 
those other locations. 

“The Sacramento Laboratory enjoys dis- 
tinct advantage,” the Director said, “because 
will serve not only the important livestock 
producing areas northern and central Cali- 
fornia, but its proximity the University 
California laboratories and School Veter- 
inary Medicine Davis will benefit both reg- 
ulatory and research phases livestock dis- 
ease control California.” 

Lieutenant Governor Harold Powers, who 
headed the group State officials and indus- 
try representatives the dedication, paid 
tribute the California Department Agri- 
culture for its “farsighted livestock disease 
control program, which has developed 
integral part the progress California’s 
ever changing economy.” 

Dr. Arthur Boyd, Assistant Director 
the Department Agriculture, declared that 
the effective disease diagnosis the degree 
made possible such modern laboratory 
facility ranked the first line defense 
the State’s campaign for the finest possible 
livestock sanitation program. “Without such 
program effective diagnosis this State, 
where the disease control program com- 
plex, producers could wiped out,” said. 

Dr. Stuart, Chief the Division 
Animal Industry, pointed out: The area 
served the Sacramento laboratory produces 
livestock and poultry with total value 
excess $168,000,000, annually.

Coccidioidomycosis fascinatingly puz- 
zling infection that has plagued the human 
field for over years, since was discovered 
Rexford and Gilchrist 1896. Not until 
1934, when Stewart and Myer isolated the 
spore from the soil ranch the San 
Joaquin Valley was held much signifi- 
cance California. Since that time, numerous 
highly endemic areas have been found the 
southwest portion the United States. 

Coccidioidomycosis infectious disease 
caused the fungus Coccidioides imitis, the 
spores which enter the body through the 
respiratory tract. The spore cannot survive 
the digestive tract. imitis has both tissue 
spirogenic (or parasitic) phase, and cul- 
tural mycelial (saprophytic) phase. Spher- 
ules develop from fragments mycelium (or 
arthrospores) which enter with dust through 
the nares and mouth the upper air pas- 
sages. Growth the fungus tissues occurs 
means endospores which, after liberation 
from the spherules, redevelop the tissues 
into mature endospores. The incubation pe- 
contagious. 

imitis has been cultured from the soil 
and from wild rodents endemic areas. 
has been suggested that these animals would 
serve reservoir infection. Coccidioides 
infection occurs most animals and persons 
within four years residence such regions, 
but per cent these animals and people 
show symptoms and are entirely unaware 
that they are infected. Clinical manifestations 
have been seen cattle, wild rodents, dogs, 
Swine, sheep, and gorilla. The gorilla died 
about the 45th day illness; dyspnea and 
intermittent hemorrhage from the nares were 
observed, and autopsy presented spherules and 
granulomatous lesions lungs, liver, and 
lymph nodes. 

the more than 600 cases reported 
cattle, mostly older cattle and calves eight 
ten months old were affected. Feed lot animals 
seemed have high incidence infection, 
while those shipped for slaughter escaped 
it. Subcutaneous injection cattle produced 
infection limited the point injection 
and the regional lymph nodes. Intravenous 
injection into calves has produced fatal in- 
fection. 

The clinical manifestations vary with the 
areas involvement. the asymptomatic 
form, mild and self-limiting lesions are found 
the lungs. Such cases are missed the 
veterinarian unless skin tested; they usually 
respond the test. 

The symptomatic form influenza-like

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primary disease, very acute onset, accom- 
panied fatigue, cough, malaise, and weight 
loss. Lung lesions are often present. Unless 
the infection becomes disseminated, the animal 
has excellent chance recovering and re- 
maining asymptomatic. The symptomatic form 
will usually respond the skin test. 

The progressive, disseminated, form 
seen man, especially the colored race. 
apparent from published research reports 
that the dog also prone the disseminated 
type. This form involves lymphnodes, spleen, 
skin, liver, and kidneys. Bone lesions are usu- 
ally multiple. The process man purely 
destructive, and has been stated that mar- 
ginal erosions are always accompanied 
soft tissue abscess which frequently calcifies 
later date. Destructive lesions with per- 
iosteal new bone formation and changes re- 
sembling those osteomyelitis have been seen 
both man and dog.

March 24, 1956, five-month-old female 
Pekingese was presented with luxation 
the left humero-radial articulation. The 
humero-ulnar portion the elbow was not 
disturbed. The dog made almost effort 
use the leg. 


History: The case came reference from 
veterinarian who had treated the case with 
splinting technique. The joint had failed 
improve after ten days immobilization. The 
history further revealed that the dog had been 
lame for approximately one month before vet- 
erinary aid had been sought. 


Clinical Examination: Examination the 
leg demonstrated that the luxation could 
reduced easily digital pressure, but that 
displaced laterally soon the pressure was 
released. X-ray the leg did not show 
any bony defect except the separation the 
radius and ulna and the luxation the joint. 


Diagnosis: Ruptures the left lateral liga- 
ment the elbow joint and interosseus liga- 
ment the radius and ulna. 


Surgical Procedure: Since holding the joint 
apposition for extended period had al- 
ready failed promote healing, decided 
try manufacture new lateral ligament. 
Just three days before receiving the patient, 
were fortunate hearing Dr. Armi- 
stead speak research the use buried 
skin had also read Dr. Armi- 
stead’s report the same subject matter 
the Gaines Dog Research Progress Bulletin.’ 
With this material fresh our minds de- 
cided try skin this case. 

The patient was prepared the following 
manner: Nembutal was given intravenously 
until deep plane surgical anesthesia was 
obtained and endotracheal tube was in- 
serted because difficulties breathing. Both 
the area the left elbow and the inside the 
right thigh were prepared for surgery shav- 
ing, cleaning with surgical scrub-soap con- 
taining per cent hexachlorophene followed 
with ether, and finally painting with tinc- 
ture merthiolate. Draping consisted 
length sterile stockinette over the left front 
leg. hole was later cut through the stock- 
inette the surgical area. The entire dog was 
then covered with fenestrated drape. 

longitudinal incision over the lateral as- 
pect the left elbow was made extending 
well above and below the joint. The ante- 
brachial fascia was then parted the same 
direction expose the intermuscular septum 
between the common and the lateral digital 
extensor. 

These muscles were then separated down 
the shaft the radius. The shaft the radius 
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was exposed blunt dissection except for the 
interosseus portion. 

bone drill equipped with inch bit 
was used drill hole (lateral medial) 
through the shaft the radius just distal 
the neck, approximately one and one-half 
inches below the articulation with the hu- 
merus. 

Next strip skin about inch wide and 
six inches long was dissected from the inside 
the right thigh. The resultant wound was 
partially closed avoid its gaping while the 
operation was completed the elbow. 

Returning the elbow, the skin strip was 
drawn through the hole the shaft the 
radius with loop suture wire. About equal 
portions were left extending from each open- 
ing the bone. The part the skin strip 
emerging from the medial opening the shaft 
the radius was drawn upward across the 
joint and anchored looping around 
part the tendons origin the common 
digital extensor and the extensor carpi radi- 
alis. The tendons were prepared for this 
perforating and undermining them with 
pointed surgical scissors. 

were careful keep the epithelial sur- 
face the skin strip facing the bone that 
the subcutaneous surface the free end could 
sutured the subcutaneous surface the 
fixed end. Vetafil (.03mm.) was used for this 
purpose, number small interrupted stitches 
being applied. The skin strip emerging from 
the lateral opening was drawn upward over 
the joint and anchored the same manner 
point just posterior the foregoing. In- 
terrupted sutures, Vetafil, were used close 
the antebrachial fascia. Then the skin the 
elbow and the inside the thigh were closed 
like manner. 


After Care: light dressing was applied 
the elbow joint, and the leg immobilized with 
Thomas splint. Additional post-surgical care 
consisted penicillin, 300,000 daily for 
four days. The Thomas splint was removed 
after six days. 

were pleasantly surprised discover 
that the dog was immediately able walk 
with only barely perceptible limp. view 
the dramatic improvement, released the 
dog the owner without supports the leg. 
The dog was returned for inspection and stitch 
removal one week later. have not seen the 
dog the past month, but have talked the

Conclusions: the opinion the authors 
that Dr. Armistead has presented vet- 
erinarians with new procedure that has 
limitless possibilities.

Animal Health Certificates for Interstate and 
Foreign Shipments 


The question how properly prepare of- 
ficial health certificates for animals moving 
interstate foreign countries frequently 
asked the Bureau Livestock Disease Con- 
trol. The answer the same time obvious 
and confusing. obvious that the certifi- 
cate must show that the animals represented 
comply with the requirements the state 
county destination. confusing because, 
every veterinarian knows, the requirements 
each state country will differ from any 
other state country. 


This means that every accredited veterin- 
arian must have ready reference the re- 
quirements the various states. know 
better reference than the Livestock 
Sanitary Association’s Circular No. Health 
Requirements Governing Admission Live- 
stock. Both the general requirements listed 
the front the circular and the specific re- 
quirements and deviations for each state 
should studied before certificate issued. 


The shipment animals foreign coun- 
tries still more complex and confusing since 
there compilation requirements similar 
the one referred above for the states. 
Veterinarians practicing larger metropolitan 
areas can often learn the requirements 
country contacting the local Consulate of- 
fice the country destination. The office 
the Animal Disease Eradication Branch, 
1086, Sacramento able furnish infor- 
mation the requirements covering livestock 
going certain countries. 

Certificates animals going most for- 
eign countries well Hawaii and Alaska 
are required approved the federal 
office referred the preceding paragraph. 
this case, all four copies the official 
health certificate, D.A.I. Form 10, should 
submitted for approval before shipment 
made. 

animals moving interstate, two copies 
the official certificate, the duplicate and trip- 
licate, should sent the office the Bureau 
Livestock Disease Control, 1220 Street, 
Sacramento 14, for approval. The pink original 
copy should given the owner otherwise 
accompany the shipment and the quadrupli- 
cate copy should retained the veterinar- 
ian record.

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Chemical Aspects Animal Grooming 
PART II—INSECTICIDES

previous article the factors involved 
choosing proper cleansing agent for dogs and 
cats were discussed. Reasons were given why 
properly formulated shampoos should used 
rather than raw detergents. 

The next important chemical problem in- 
volved animal grooming concerns insecti- 
cides. The problem how destroy the in- 
sects with minimum risk both the 
animal and the person grooming it. Unfor- 
tunately, great many the preparations 
the market have very appreciable toxici- 
ties, from chlordane, lindane and The 
fact that the principal toxic focus these ma- 
terials internal, where can’t seen, com- 
bined with the fact that few dogs are defleaed 
oftener than once month, has given false 
sense security the use these substances. 
Many veterinarians when approached the 
subject say something the effect that, “I’ve 
been using such and such product for five years 
and hasn’t killed dog hurt groom 
yet.” 

Actually more important than the health 
the animals the health the people who 
groom them. This aspect the matter has been 
largely overlooked spite articles both 
and veterinary journals warning 
the hazards the chlorinated hydrocarbon in- 
secticides (principally chlordane, lindane, 
DDT, and methoxychlor). The danger these 
substances lies three facts: (1) they are 
absorbed through the intact (2) their 
action principally internal and largely lo- 
calized the and (3) the damage 
and builds with repeated ex- 
posure. The importance these facts becomes 
clear when one considers that whereas dog 
may defleaed once month, people who 
wash and groom dogs will, necessity, have 
their hands insecticidal solutions and sham- 
poos several hours day almost every work- 
ing day. Under these circumstances the total 
exposure considerable and medically un- 
justifiable. The author has talked with several 
persons, formerly the grooming business, 
who have had retire from due poison- 
ing these agents. 


many areas fleas have become resistant 
the chlorinated hydrocarbons. This means 
that since the fleas are harder kill with 
chlordane and lindane there tendency 
use stronger solutions them the job. 
This, course, only makes bad situation 
worse. 

There are, course, other classes insecti- 
cides, such the thiocyanates and organic 
phosphates, which fleas have apparently not 
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yet developed tolerance. However, these ma- 
terials too have real toxicity both man 
and dogs, may gathered from the caution 
statements which are required labels 
products containing them. 

Fortunately, there are agents which fleas 
are not resistant which are both effective and 
safe, principal among these pyrethrin, which 
has been known for years for its extremely 
rapid knock-down effect. recent years there 
have been developed materials which are ef- 
fective insecticides themselves but which 
also greatly enhance the effectiveness pyre- 
thrin. One these piperonyl butoxide. The 
toxicity both pyrethrin and piperonyl bu- 
toxide very low. Dr. Lehman, Chief 
the Bureau Pharmacology the Food 
and Drug Admin., reporting experimental 
work with pyrethrin has “Highly con- 
centrated extracts have been applied the 
human skin without signs symptoms ir- 
ritations The toxicity pyrethrin ap- 
pears slight warm-blooded ani- 
mals that tissue damage has been reported 
caused these agents The single acute 
oral dose quite large animals, being the 
order Concerning piperonyl 
butoxide says, “Piperonyl butoxide rela- 
tively inactive pharmacologically. The quanti- 
ties necessary produce poisoning are quite 
large, being the order grams/kg. 
that the hazards for ingesting single dose 
these materials appear minor im- 
portance.” 

Mixtures pyrethrin and but- 
oxide are the only insecticides which may 
used the milking rooms dairies for 
spraying grain storage. Materials safe 
this certainly recommend themselves for use 
small animal work, not only for the safety 
the animals, but even more important (be- 
cause frequency contact) for the safety 
the people using them. When safe and ef- 
fective materials can had, what justifica- 
tion can one have for using agents which are 
known real health hazards?

spects with the same drug designed for human 
consumption, also recognize the fact that 
they should not used except under the 
direction physician. Some manufacturers 
have seen fit indicate the purity and strength 
their product comparing with prod- 
ucts intended for human consumption. Such 
advertising cannot limited professional 
users alone and felt that the practice 
using such advertising should discouraged. 
Perhaps resolution from your convention, 
directed the manufacturers, would 
assistance this regard. 


While exploring the field drugs defined 
our statutes dangerous drugs, used 
the treatment animals and poultry, the use 
antibiotics growth stimulants and food 
supplements has come attention. Cer- 
tain hormones have been successfully used 
stimulate the growth beef animals and 
poultry; however, the action antibiotic drugs 
for this purpose has never been satisfactorily 
explained. Antibiotics most certainly not 
come within the classification hormone, 
nor has their direct value growth stimulants 
ever been established. Federal law permits 
their use, within certain limits, poultry food 
additives, even though our state law dces not 
exempt these products for this purpose. Even 
though their action growth stimulant has 
never been determined, they apparently have 
some value, whether direct indirect. 
so, statutory exemption should enacted 
provide for compliance with the federal law 
when animal feeds containing these drugs are 
sold the consumer. 


The definition the word “Drug,” 
appears the Pharmacy Law, includes all 
articles used for the diagnosis, cure, treatment, 
mitigation prevention disease man 
other animal. Those veterinary drugs which 
are designated being dangerous drugs will 
restricted prescription only, except when 
administered doctor veterinary medi- 
cine. The Attorney General has held that all 
drugs bearing the federal caution legend are 
dangerous drugs, regardless the purpose for 
which they are designed intended, the 
labeling which they contain. such, danger- 
ous drugs intended for veterinary use will 
retricted sale prescription, even though 
they bear adequate directions for use, 
required the federal law. 

The same restriction will apply such other 
drugs our own board determines should 
restricted. The power make rules and 
regulations provide such restrictions pro- 
vided Section 4240 the Business and 
Professions Code. That section gives our board 
the right, after conducting open hearings, 
restrict those products, which their opinion 
May prove detrimental public health, 
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prescription. 

formal opinion was requested from the 
Attorney General March 1956, and al- 
though the opinion has not been formally 
approved, will discuss the questions which 
were presented the Attorney General and 
understanding the answers which will 
included the opinion when formally 
rendered. 


Q.1—Can any veterinary product, other than those 
exempted, (e), (f), (h) and (i) 4211, dispensed 
except on the prescription of a Doctor of Veterinary 
Medicine? 


A.1—Dangerous drugs, other than those specifically 
exempted as provided in Section 4211, subdivisions 
(e), (f), (h) and (i), may dispensed only 
prescription of a Doctor of Veterinary Medicine. 


Q.2—If the answer No. “no,” would the 
filling such prescriptions limited licensed 
pharmacies only? 


A.2—The prescription of any medical practitioner 
may only be filled in a pharmacy licensed by the 
State Board Pharmacy. 


Q.3—May products exempted Subsections (e), 
(f), (h) and (i), even though properly labeled “For 
Veterinary Use,” be sold by anyone except a phar- 
macist? 


A.3—The drugs exempted under Subsections (e), 
(f), (h) and (i) designed, intended and labeled “For 
Veterinary Use Only,” will be exempted from the 
prescription requirement. It is felt, however, that 
any drugs covered by these subsections which are 
covered the definition the word “drug” 
appears in Section 4031 may be restricted to sale by 
registered pharmacists only. 


Q.4—If the definition of prescription is considered 
and the fact that prescription files must be main- 
tained, does this prohibit any person, other than a 
licensed pharmacist, from filling such prescriptions? 


A.4—No person other than a registered pharmacist 
may fill prescription. 


the practice relabeling products intended 
for human use, provide “For Veterinary Use 
Only,” legal practice pharmacists? 


A.5—The relabeling any product defined Sec- 
tion 4211 as a dangerous drug to bear the label “For 
Veterinary Use Only,” results only the misbrand- 
ing of said drug and does not bring the drug under 
the exemptions provided in Section 4211. 


the sale products labeled, “For 
Veterinary Use Only,” limited products 
which are so labeled according to federal law? I 
refer to those products which federal law requires 
to bear the label, “Caution—Federal law restricts 
the sale of this drug by or on the order of a li- 
censed veterinarian.” It is my understanding that 
all products which are listed in Section 4211 of the 
Business and Professions Code as dangerous drugs 
in California do not bear the federal legend when 
designed for veterinary use only, nor does the legend 
for human use correspond to those which bear the 
caution label, “For Veterinary Use Only.” 


dangerous drug named included 
the provisions of Section 4211, except those specifi- 
cally exempted for veterinary use, may be dispensed 
only on the prescription of a Doctor of Veterinary 
Medicine. 


previous memo opinion, the Attorney 
General made specific findings reference 
manufacturers and wholesalers veterinary 
products. quote from that opinion: “We find 
exemption from licensure for manufac- 


turers drugs used for veterinary purposes. 
The legislature has recognized the danger 
drugs used both man and animal, manufac- 
turers veterinary drugs must likewise 
licensed. Had the legislature intended that the 
manufacture veterinary drugs exempted 
from licensure under the statute would have 
provided.” reference wholesalers, the 
opinion says: “All distributors who sell and 
distribute for resale the products manu- 
facturers come within the classification 
wholesaler and must licensed provided 
section 4084. Distributors selling dis- 
tributing articles exempted sections 4052 
and 4057 not come within the definition 
wholesaler.” The only reference veteri- 
nary products section 4057, which refers 
vitamin and mineral preparations, dietary 
foods, food supplements, etc., when sold 
supplement the diet man animal. All 
manufacturers and wholesalers veterinary 
drugs are required licensed. 

Another problem with which are con- 
cerned the sale hypodermic syringes and 
needles non-licensees. the past, hypo- 
dermics, when sold for veterinary use, were 
considered exempt. This not true. per- 
son, except licensee our board, may sell 
hypodermic for any purpose. Licensees may 
only sell these articles under certain condi- 
tions. Sales for human use are limited 
prescription only, unless the purchaser suf- 
fering from asthma diabetes. Sales per- 
sons licensed practice the healing arts are 
specifically exempted our law. Except 
otherwise specifically exempted, syringe 
needle may sold except when registered 
required law and such sales may only 
made persons holding currently valid hypo- 
dermic sales permits. 

will now review the Attorney General’s 
opinion reference the sale hypodermics 
this time. Following are the questions pre- 
sented and the answers given opinion 56/49 
dated March 22, 1956: 


Q.1—Is the board limited as to whom it may issue 
a hypodermic permit? 

A.1—The board not limited whom may 
issue hypodermic permits. 


Q.2—Is there any exemption whereby sales may be 
made without. registration, as provided in section 
4141, other than to the persons specified in section 
4142? 

A.2—There are exemptions whereby sales may 
made without registration provided section 
4141 other than those exempted in section 4142. (4142 
permits sales, without registration, when made 
pharmacies, physicians, dentists, chiropodists, veteri- 
narians, other jobbers and wholesalers, funeral di- 
rectors and embalmers and other permittees—nurses 
and licensed medical technicians and technologists.) 


Q.3—Must drug jobbers, drug wholesalers or manu- 
facturers or manufacturers and dealers in surgical 
instruments, as set forth in section 4142, have a hypo- 
dermic permit to sell at wholesale to persons listed? 
(Subsection (g) implies this, but not stated 
in the law.) 

A.3—Drug jobbers, drug wholesalers manufac- 
turers, or manufacturers and dealers in surgical in- 
struments, when selling at wholesale to those persons 


designated section 4142 are not required have 
hypodermic permit. Wholesale sales made per- 
sons other than those designated section 4142 re- 
quire the seller to obtain a hypodermic permit. 

Q.4—If a separate hypodermic permit is not re- 
quired, by the persons listed in Q.3, to sell at whole- 
sale, required that they licensed drug 
wholesalers manufacturers order sell hypo- 
dermics? 

exemption provided section 4142 does 
not exempt drug wholesalers or drug manufacturers 
from requiring license provided section 4084. 

Q.5—Section 4143 makes possession unlawful unless 
the syringe or needle was obtained as provided in 
the code. Would this require the “person engaged 
the breeding raising livestock, poultry, 
other animals,” provided subsection (c), ob- 
tain hypodermics provided law? 

A.5—Persons engaged the breeding raising 
livestock, poultry or other animals may possess 
hypodermics. They are not, however, exempt from 
the provisions of section 4141 requiring the purchase 
to be made from persons to whom a permit has 
been issued the board and the registration such 
hypodermics in a registration book. 

4145 covers sales for human use 
prescription, but exempts such sales persons suf- 
fering from asthma or diabetes. What degree of 
proof would be necessary before a pharmacist would 
be justified in making a sale to a person who claims 
to be asthmatic or diabetic? 

A.6—There standard proof which justifies 
a pharmacist selling hypodermics to persons suffer- 
ing from diabetes asthma. The pharmacist, with 
his professional learning and experience, should 
exercise the highest degree of care and good faith 
selling hypodermics without prescription 
persons claiming they suffer from diabetes or asthma. 

Q.7—All pharmacies in California are licensed to 
sell hypodermics as provided by law. May anyone 
else sell a hypodermic unless they are licensed by 
this board and record all sales provided section 
4141 (except provided 4142)? 

persons who have been issued permit 
by the board may sell hypodermics and all such 
persons shall record such sales at the time the sale 
is made. 


This may come complete surprise 
many dealers animal feeds and veterinary 
remedies, and others who are selling hypo- 
dermics. not new law, the law has not 
been changed. based the interpretation 
the existing law the Attorney General. 
Here again the need for proper interpretation 
and enforcement the law has been based 
increasing evidence misuse hypodermics 
obtained from such sources. 


Now that have formal opinions which 
interpret the laws, they can applied 
the sale dangerous drugs for veterinary 
purposes and hypodermics, enforcement 
program will instigated correct existing 
infractions. Any cooperation the members 
your profession can give overcoming 
these conditions will appreciated. You can 
assist sending information known 
violators, anonymous otherwise, through 
your own association secretary forwarded 
our office. presently have only In- 
spectors and will far less difficult 
cover the entire state know where 
look for violations. 

Before concluding remarks, would like 
speak briefly about hypnotic drugs used 
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veterinary medicine and the hypnotic license 
required for their purchase. have had many 
letters from members your profession since 
the raise the hypnotic license fee. Many 
imply that personally obtaining the bene- 
fits the increased fee and others imply that 
has been necessary for them save their 
money order pay the fee. assure you 
that the fee, set the legislature, was 
based good, sound facts. the expense in- 
volved investigating violations concerning 
hypnotics alone were raised solely from 
this license, the fee would considerably 
more than the $10.00 now charged. 


Contrary general belief, there nothing 
the dangerous drug law which provides for 
the purchase hypnotic drugs any person 
except use the triplicate hypnotic order 
form, prescription. This requirement 
also applies hypnotic drugs designed, in- 
tended and labeled for veterinary use. Tripli- 
cate order forms are only available persons 
holding currently valid hypnotic license. 
Wholesalers manufacturers may not sell 
hypnotic drugs except receipt properly 
executed hypnotic order form and pharmacies 
may only dispense such drugs prescriptions 
from licensed practitioners, receipt 
order form. 

Section 4226 the Business and Professions 
Code (formerly section 29015.1 the Health 
and Safety Code) reads follows: “This ar- 
ticle does not require license from and shall 
not apply interfere with physician, 
dentist, chiropodist veterinarian adminis- 
tering hypnotic drugs his own patients. 
Such hypnotics shall administered only 
the physician, dentist, chiropodist veteri- 
narian.” 

The word “administer” defined section 
4213 (formerly 29003.5 the Health and 
Safety Code) follows: “Administer used 
this article, means the furnishing 
physician and surgeon, dentist chiropodist 
his patients such amounts drugs 
meuicines referred this article are 
necessary for the immediate needs the pa- 
tient.” This section provides for immediate 
treatment only. 

don’t know whether you noticed not, 
but the word “Veterinarian” was not included 
the last section referred (4213). know 
reason for its omission, except that the 
author the bill may have been confused 
the term “Patient.” see reason why 
should not included, particularly 


covered the exemption provided section 
4226. 


Although the law provides exemption for 
those who administer hypnotics their pa- 
tients, makes provision for the purchase 
such drugs the practitioners mentioned. 
Sales wholesale, manufacturer, re- 
quire the triplicate order form and the practi- 
tioner must licensed obtain that form. 
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recognizing this condition, our board 
adopted provision whereby practitioner 
could obtain supply drugs for administer- 
ing the immediate needs his patients. 
Pharmacies are authorized sell licensed 
practitioners hypnotic drugs, quantities not 
exceed 100 doses, receipt order 
written prescription. This prescription 
order must clearly marked: “For Office 
Use,” “For Administering Patients,” and 
bear all other information required law. 
This order considered prescription and 
must maintained the prescription file 
the pharmacy required law. 


the time this provision was made, only 
hypnotics for human use were considered. The 
maximum 100 doses was based human 
dosage. The same provision would apply 
veterinary products. you are administering 
only, previously defined, and are supplying 
drugs only for immediate use, you would 
entitled purchase the manner set forth 
above. If, however, you intend purchase 
from wholesaler manufacturer, you 
intend dispense these drugs, you are re- 
quired purchase hypnotic license and use 
the triplicate order forms. 


“Dispense” defined section 4214 means: 
“The furnishing the medicine referred 
this article upon legal prescription, 
upon legal order form.” you furnish 
supply any such medication for your pa- 
tients, you are dispensing. This perfectly 
legal right you have purchased the drugs 
legal form and maintain the required 
records. Otherwise you may write prescrip- 
tions for hypnotic drugs used your 
patient and these may filled your phar- 
macist. The law provides that record the 
hypnotic drugs administered any person 
exempt shall kept, stating the date, name 
and address the patient, name and amount 
the drug administered. 

With better understanding the prob- 
lems with which are confronted regu- 
lating sales dangerous drugs, hope that 
Pharmacy can depend the support your 
profession when the legislature presented 
with amendments provide better control 
and overcome illegal practices. far 
presently know, many suggested changes will 
presented for consideration the next 
regular session the legislature. 

have heard considerable comment which 
indicates that relations between mem- 
bers our professions may not what they 
should be. May suggest that you become 
better acquainted with your pharmacist. feel 
certain that you will find him more than will- 
ing cooperate with you any way possible 
for the betterment our respective profes- 
sions.
